Representatives were pres- 
nt .from all parts of the district, 
which comprises eastern Los Ange- 
es, Riverside and San Bernardino. 


G. B. Hodgkin, general manager 
f the Calavo Growers, made an in- 
eresting talk on the future prospects 
f the association and' its present 
onditipn. The report showed an in- 
rease in membership of 300 per 
ent, with around 6000 acres in the 
association. Last season the growers 
veraged better than 35 cents .per. 
round for the fruit, including culls. 
lie market has been extended, thru 
. vigorous advertising campaign, not 
>nly thruout the United States, but 
also into foreign countries. The av- 
rage shipment to New York during 
he past season has been two car- 
oads per week. 


The packing house is centrally lo- 
ated:in Los Angeles and is equipped 
with -modern machinery built es- 
iecially for handling the fruit.

Becoming

Slghtgown brushed up against 
heater Friday morning of last week 
Frances Brooks, five years old, living 
;on West Foothill boulevard, Glen 
dora, was badly burned and was 
j-ushed to the Covina hospital, wher 
she later died. 


Five growers in the Covina area 


have this season installed a new 
orchard heating system, the Fugit 
Smokeless furnace hookup, which is 
proving very successful. 


Advantages of the Fugit system 


are the smokeless burning in the 
pots, the fact that it is not necessary 
to fill them so often, and the 
intenseness of the heat, and the dis- 
tribution of the heat close to the 
ground rather than straight upward 
from the pot. 


Two excellent examples of the 


working of the new system are to 
be found on the Hilborn ranch on 
Hollenbeck, where five acres are in- 
stalled with Fugit pots, and the 
George King ranch on Vincent 
street. 


The Fugit system on the Hilborn 


ranch consists of a central storage 
tank 18 feet high on a scaffold, and 
a series of small pipes leading to in- 
dividual pots which turn the oil in- 
to gas for burning. The cost of the 
entire apparatus is approximately 
$125 an acre, according to Hilborn, 
and the pots burn about three quarts 
an hour. 


Hilborn also has a hot-air central 


heating system for five other acres 
on Hollenbeck, which has been in 
operation for some time and which 
he devised by himself. It is compos- 
ed of two ovens with three burners 
in each, which heat air that is blown 
by two large fans thru pipelines be- 
neath fruit trees. Nine holes in the 
pipe under each tree allow the hot 
air to escape at that point eliminat-

Trees 


Whittier Heightsi have installed the 
Fugit system this season and have 
found it very satisfactory, according 
to reports. 


Several walnut growers in the 


Baldwin Park area, anxious to have 
their walnut trees taken out in or- 
der that they .may plant oranges or 
use the land for other purposes, have 
allowed elephants to uproot them 
with their- trunks under the direc- 
tion of their trainer. The elephants 
belong to the ,A1 G. Barnes circus, 
wintering near Baldwin Park. 


First a crew of men saw off the 


tops of the trees, leaving the stumps. 
The elephants then tear off the 
smaller limbs and pile them. A huge 
chain is then , fastened around the 
stumps and harnessed to the ele- 
phants, who lean into their collars 
and uproot them. 


The beasts weigh more than 4000 


pounds and are 35 years old. When 
the 8000 pounds lean into the har- 
ness, something has to give—some- 
times it is the chains and more often 
the tree stumps, but never the ele- 
phants.

Veterinarian of 
Many Attainments 


Locates Here

Dr. Niles was one of the 
discoverers of hog cholera serum 
and was one of the first to apply the 
reatment which immunizes h-ijs 
against this disease. He was one of 
he first veterinarians to apply the 
tuberculin test to cattle in Iowa.

Fruit Growers 


of State Hold 
Annual Meeting 


Urging continued effort on the 


part of California growers toward 
standardization of all fruit and veg- 
etable shipments to other parts of 
the United States, representatives at 
an annual California Fruit Growers' 
and Farmers' convention closed their 
sixty-third session in Los Angeles 
Friday. 


F. W. Reed, manager of the stand- 


ardization department of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange at Sacramen- 
to, told the convention that the 
state fruit and vegetable standard- 
ization act has become practically 
unenforcible because of its involved 
and indefinite character. For years 
the state legislature has been adding 
amendment after amendment to the 
act, until its very detailed nature 
has moved the courts to overrule 
provisions on a number of occasions. 


NEW LAWS BEING DRAFTED 
Reed announced that the state 


board of agriculture is now engaged 
in drafting a new and simplified law 
that will stand the legal test. The 
new law will not regulate the ex- 
portation of agricultural products 
from the state so much as it will 
govern matters of standardization, 
he said. 


H. J. Ramsey, field manager of the 


Exchange, urged a strict enforce- 
ment of standardization rules as a 
means 
of maintaining adequate 


markets 
for California products. 


County governmental agencies with 
adequate inspection stations should 
be vested with control over pro- 
ducts, and the state should maintain 
simply a supervising power over the 
county agencies, Ramsey said. 


BRIGHTER DAYS AHEAD 


Brighter days for agriculture in 


California and other western states 
were forecast in principal papers 
read at the convention sessions. But 
these prosperous times will be brot 
about only thru a great deal of rad- 
ical adjustments, necessitated by the 
new era of world consumption, the 
speakers said. 


Points particularly stressed in pa- 


pers by C. C. Teague, federal farm 
board member, and by Frederick J. 
Koster, president of the California 
grape control board, were: 


1. That prices of agricultural com- 


modities are now "scraping the bot- 
tom," and will soon start to rise. The 
ascendency, however, should be 
gradual and constant, not erratic and 
forced, if it is to be permanent. 


2. The industry, inventiveness and 


genius of American farmers can and 
will meet changing conditions, and 
will create a profitable place for 
American agricultural' crops in the 
markets of the world.

New Grandstand 
on Fair Grounds 


May Go Up Soon 


Plans for the building of a steel 


and concrete grandstand to seat at 
least 10,000 persons at the Los An- 
geles county fair racetrack were 
considered by the board of super- 
visors at a meeting in Los Angeles 
last week. The structure will be 
completed before the next Septem- 
ber show, if the plans are approved. 


County Architect Karl Muck was 


instructed to prepare plans for two 
units, one to seat 10,000 and another 
to seat 5000 persons, and to prepare 
estimates of cost of the single large 
unit and also of the two units to- 
gether. It was evident from discus- 
sion that the supervisors may build 
the 10,000-seat unit, and possibly the 
5000-seat unit also, altho it appear- 
ed probable that construction of the 
smaller part would be held up until 
later. 


This action was taken following 


consideration of a request by C. B. 
Afflerbaugh, secretary-manager of 
the fair association, in which he 
pointed out the inadequacy of the 
present grandstand and bleachers. 


The present seating capacity at 


the fairground track is about 6500, 
he said, including about 3500 in the 
grandstand, about 1250 in the boxes 
and the remainder in bleachers and 
in extra chairs placed in front of 
the stand. On several occasions 
during the fair last September thou- 
sands of persons had to be refused 
admission to the races when all 
available seats were taken before 
the start of the afternoon's program 
of events.

Mr. and Mrs. Leon Ramsdall and 
daughter, Joan, of Los Angeles were 
Christmas dinner guests of Mr. and 


Fruit Growers 


ol State Hold 
Annual Meeting 


Urging continued effort on the 


part of California growers toward 
standardization of all fruit and veg- 
etable shipments to other parts of 
the United States, representatives at 
an annual California Fruit Growers' 
and Farmers' convention closed their 
sixty-third session in Los Angeles 
Friday. 


F. W. Reed, manager of the stand- 


ardization department of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange at Sacramen- 
to, told the convention that the 
state fruit and vegetable standard- 
ization act has become practically 
unenforcible because of its involved 
and indefinite character. For years 
the state legislature has been adding 
amendment after amendment to the 
act, until its very detailed nature 
has moved the courts to overrule 
provisions on a number of occasions. 


NEW LAWS BEING DRAFTED 
Reed announced that the state 


board of agriculture is now engaged 
in drafting a new and simplified law 
that will stand the legal test. The 
new law will not regulate the ex- 
portation of agricultural products 
from the state so much as it will 
govern matters of standardization, 
he said. 


H. J. Ramsey, field manager of the 


Exchange, urged a strict enforce- 
ment of standardization rules as 
means 
of 
maintaining adequate 


markets for California 
products 


County governmental agencies with 
adequate inspection stations shoulc 
be vested with control over pro- 
ducts, and the state should maintain 
simply a supervising power over the 
county agencies, Ramsey said. 


BRIGHTER DAYS AHEAD 


Brighter days for agriculture in 


California and other western states 
were forecast in principal papers 
read at the convention sessions. Bui 
these prosperous times will be bro 
about only thru a great deal of rad- 
ical adjustments, necessitated by thi 
new era of world consumption, th 
speakers said.

Plans for the building of a steel 


ind concrete grandstand to seat at 
east 10,000 persons at the Los An- 
geles county fair racetrack were 
considered by the board of super- 
•isors at a meeting in Los Angeles 
ast week.. The structure will be 
completed before the next Septem- 
jer show, if the plans are approved. 


County Architect Karl Muck was 


instructed to prepare plans for two 
units, one to seat 10,000 and another 
o seat 5000 persons, and to prepare 
stimates of cost of the single large 
unit and also of the two units to- 
[ether. It was evident from discus- 
sion that the supervisors may build 
;he 10,000-seat unit, and possibly the 
5000-seat unit also, altho it appear- 
ed probable that construction of the 
smaller part would be held up until 
ater. 


This action was taken following 


consideration of a request by C. B. 
Afflerbaugh, secretary-manager 
of 


the. fair association, in which he 
pointed out the inadequacy of the 
present grandstand and bleachers. 


The present seating capacity at 


the fairground track is about 6500, 
tie said, including about 3500 in the 
grandstand, about 1250 in the boxes 
and the remainder in bleachers and 
in extra chairs placed in front o) 
the stand. 
On several occasions 


during the fair last September thou- 
sands of persons had to be refused 
admission to the races when all 
available seats were taken before 
the start of the afternoon's program 
of events.
